The April 6, i960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned, 

"What Is Really Happening In Cuba," placed by the PPCC. 

This advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC 
In New York City, listed various sponsors of the Committee 
and declared the PPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the distorted 
American press on Cuban affairs. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United 
States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 
1961, Dr, CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH Identified himself as one 
of the organizers of the FPCC. Also, Dr. SANTOS-BUCH 
Identified ROBERT TABER as a co-organizer of the PPCC 
and said TABER drafted the aforementioned PPCC advertisement. 
Dr. SANTOS-BUCH further testified that he and TABER obtained 
$3,500 from the Cuban Government through the son of Cuba's 
Foreign Minister, which funds, along with about $1,100 
collected from supporters of the FPCC, paid for the cost ' " 
of aforementioned advertisement In "The New. York Times." 

On October 3, i960, a source advised that the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) In New York had become 
active in the FPCC, and that SWP members, in a recent 
FPCC election, had been able to remove several Communist 
Party members who were on the Executive Board of the FPCC 
and gain control of the organization. This source asserted 
that the SWP members believed that they had achieved a 
great influence In the course of the Cuban revolution 
through their control of the FPCC. 

On February 10, 1961, a second source advised 
that PHIL BART, National Organizational Secretary and 
member of the National Committee, CP, USA, had reportedly 
stated recently that the FPCC had been captured by the 
Trotskyites, but that the CP had not given up in the FPCC. 

The SWP and the CP, USA, have been designated 
by the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450.

The first Issue of "Freedomways,” spring, 1961, 
is self-described as a quarterly review of the Negro freedom 
movement published by Freedomways Associates, Inc., 799 
Broadway, New York City. 

On May 25, 1961, a confidential source advised 
that "Freedomways” was set up by JAMES JACKSON, a member 
of the National Committee, CPUSA, for the CP of the United 
States with the approval of the CP of the Soviet Union. 

On May 24, 1961, another confidential source 
advised that a report was given on "Freedomways" at a 
meeting of the National Board, CPUSA, held on May 24, 

1961. It was stated that the original plan called for 
the publication to be openly Marxist, but that It was 
later decided it would not be avowedly a Marxist publicat&n. 
Editorials are in the hands of a mixed group of Marxists 
and non-Marxists. It- was stated that the central purpose 
of "Freedomways" is to develop a theory and positive criticism 
of currents In the Negro movement, as well as to raise the 
level of understanding and discussion taking place in Negro 
life today and to project a socialist and pro-Soviet 
orientation.

The tabloid edited by him has favored the 
IAJMUMBA and CASTRO regimes and has called on President KENNEDY 
to aid "Afro -American" families in Tennessee while asserting 
the U,S, was subsidizing Cubans in Florida.

The May, i960 Issue of the "Young Socialist" (YS) 
page 1, column 3* disclosed that during April 15-17, i960, 
a national organization entitled "The Young Socialist 
Alliance" (YSA), was established at Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania. This issue stated that this organization was 
formed by the nationwide supporter clubs of the publication

The January 1949, issue of "Masses and Mainstream" 
described Warren Miller as "a young Iowa writer now living 
in New York" and a contributor to the magazine. 

Articles written by Warren Miller appeared in the 
January, 1949, issue of "Masses and Mainstream" . They 
consisted of comparisoasof foreign films and United States 
films. They dealt mostly with the point that United States 
films lack the reality that foreign films contain. Other 
film reviews, book reviews or short stories by Warren Miller 
may be found in the following issues of "Masses and Mainstream":

“Fraternal Outlook”, March, 1949 » page 9 > the 
official publication of the International Workers Order 
(IWO), contained a review by Warren Miller of the film 
"The Quiet One" which was filmed in Harlem, New York City. 


The IWO has been designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 


The "Daily Worker" of May 30, 1950* page 10, 
column 2, contained a notice that the film "Shors", a Soviet 
film, was being shown at Yugoslav Hall in New York City, 
sponsored by the John Reed Club. The introductory speeches 
were to be made by Warren Miller, Film Critic of "Masses 
and Mainstream" and Jose iglesias of the "Daily Worker". 


Concerning the John Reed Clubs of the United 
States the Guide to Subversive Organizations 
and Publications, dated January 2, 1957/ 
and prepared by the Committee on Un-American 
Activities, United States House of Representatives, 
stated:

Concerning "Jewish Life" the Guide to Subversive 
Organizations and Publications, dated January 2, 
1957* and prepared by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities, United States House of 
Representatives stated:

Column 2, page 7 , of August 19, 1953, edition 
of the "Daily Worker" contains an article captioned "3 United 
States Youths Win Prizes in Music, Literature, in Fate at 
Bucharest" by David Platt. This article reports that in the 
International Cultural Competitions at the Fourth World Youth 
Festival held at Bucharest Rumania, Warren Miller of New York 
City, received an award of honor for his short story "Baptism” 
which originally appeared in "Masses -and Mainstream".

New York City. 


The Committee for the Negro in the Arts has 
been designated by the Attorney General of 
the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450 . 


The February 9, 1953 » issue of the "Daily Worker", 
on page 6, column 2, reflects under the heading "What 1 s On" 
that Julian Mayfield was to direct the play "The Big Deal" 
for "fund raising". The term "fund raising" was not further 
described. 

The July 24, 1950, issue of the "Daily Worker", on 
page 8, column 2, reflects under an article captioned "100 
Negro Leaders Hit Intervention in Korea with War for Slavery", 
that Julian Mayfield was listed as one of more than 100 
American Negro Leaders denouncing American Intervention in 
Korea as part of an attempt to have the "United States replace 
Europe in the enslavement of Asia and Africa." 

The May 27, 1952, issue of the "Daily Worker" on 
page 8, column 2, reflects under an article captioned "Mother 
of POW to speak at Peace Fete Tomorrow" that a Peace Festival 
was to be held on May 28, 1952 for the purpose of demonstrating 
disatisfaction in the handling of the prisoner of war issue 
and the call for a truce in Korea and an immediate end of warfare.

According to the article, Julian Mayfield was scheduled to 
participate in the affair. 

An article captioned "Negro Theatre Group's Powerful 
Play Against Witch Hunting" appearing in the September 26, 1952 
issue of the "Daily Worker" on page 7# column 1 through 3# 
reflects that a play entitled "Alice in Wonder" was being 
presented at the Elks Community Theatre by two individuals, 
one of whom was Julian Mayfield. The play was described as 
follows: 

"It is the story of a husband and wife, he a noted 
singer, she a gifted actress, and of the moral crises in their 
lives brought about by the talent "Witch Hunting Hysteria". 

On page 7# of the "Daily Worker", February 11, 1953 
edition, there appears an article which reflects that Julian 
Mayfield appeared in a play under the auspices of Civil Rights 
Congress (CRC). 

The CRC has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 
10450 . 

Page 7 # column 1, of the May 29# 1953 edition of the 
"Daily Worker" reflects that Julian Mayfield was a speaker 
at a rally called in the defense of V. J. Jerome. 

V. J. Jerome was one of the CP leaders 
convicted in United States District Court 
Southern District of New York, on January 
21, 1953 for violation of the. Smith Act 
of 1940. He was subsequently incarcerated 
in Federal Penitentiary, Lewisburg, Pennsylvania. 

He was released from prison on May 17# 1957# 
on conditional release, to June 28, 1957# at 
which time his sentence for violation of the 
Smith Act of 1940 was completed.

The "Daily Worker" edition of July 1* 1953* on 
page 8, contained an advertisement to announce that Julian 
Mayfield was a staff leader on the Camp Unity Interracial 
Gala Program featuring a musical review from July 3 to 
July 5, 1953 • 

Concerning Camp Unity (Wingdale, New York), 
the Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications, dated January 2, 1957, and 
prepared by the Committee on Un-American 
Activities, United States House of Representatives 
stated:

The "Dally Worker" of May 25, 19 5^-, on page 3, 
column 1, announced that a "Cultural Salute to Paul Robeson" 
would be held on May 26, 195^ at 8 PM at the Renaissance 
Casino, 138th Street at Seventh Avenue, New York City in 
support of the restoration of Robeson's passport. The 
article stated that the program was to be directed by 
Julian Mayfield who was described as a rising young negro 
actor and playwight." 

A source who has furnished reliable information 
in the past advised in June, 1950, that Paul 
Robeson was known to him prior to 19^5 as a 
concealed Communist. 

The "New York Times" newspaper. Late City Edition, 
April 6, i960, contains an advertisement "What is Really 
Happening in Cuba?" by the Fair Play for Cuba Committee, 
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
